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December Minutes 


The November meeting of 
the FWRC Board of Direc- 
tors was held on 11 Decem- 
ber, 1997 starting at 07:30 
p.m. The meeting was at- 
tended by Bill Stockslager, 
Becky Stockslager, Dave 
Evans, Jim Pliett, Scott 
Price, Larry Burke, Jean- 
nette Burke, Carl Ritten- 
house, Cliff Shreve, Bob 
Streeter, Carole Burke and 
Al Burke. 


1. Scott Price discussed in- 
terference that has been oc- 
curring on the .94 machine. 
He believes it is coming from 
one or more stations to the 
east of us attempting to work 
the .94 machine in Lima. 
One solution to the problem 
relative to our machine 
would be to implement a 
tone squelch. However, this 
could impose a Significant 
requirement on users of our 
machine given that every- 
one would then have to ac- 
quire tone squelch capability 
on their transmit side. If we 
were to do this, it was felt 
that we should first discuss 
it, and then put it up to a vote 
of the club membership. An- 
other approach would be to 
tighten up the receive 
squelch on the input. It was 
decided that Scott would at- 
tempt to identify the loca- 
tions of the stations getting 
into the machine now, and 
then, based upon their dis- 
tance from .94 consider if 
tightening the squelch would 
indeed solve the problem. 


2. Bill Stockslager informed 
the Board that an audit of the 
club accounts will occur Sat- 
urday morning, December 
13,1997 at the Omega 
Restaurant starting at 09:00. 
The audit committee con- 
sists of Bill Stockslager,

Dave Evans, Tom Wos- 
niewski, Jim Machamer, 
Bob Streeter and Carl Rit- 
tenhouse. The results 
should be available at the 
next Board meeting. Bob 
Streeter suggested that an 
operating budget for the ‘98 
club year be developed so 
that we could plan expendi- 
tures against income. It was 
agreed that this process 
would be started at the audit 
meeting on the 13th. 


3. Discussion about the 
steps taken to solve the 
“911" Autopatch _ interfer- 
ence indicated that repro- 
gramming the controller to 
block 911 calls was effec- 
tive. There was also some 
discussion relative to even- 
tually reinstalling the capa- 
bility. There does not ap- 
pear to be an overwhelming 
case to reactivate 911 as 
cell phones are persuasive 
nowadays, and, most re- 
peaters are monitored by 
base station listeners who 
could make a land-line 911 
phone call if requested by a 
person on the scene of an 
accident, etc. 


4. Cliff Shreve asked if we 
were planning to have pre- 
sents for the kids expected 
at the club Christmas Din- 
ner. Becky Stockslager and 
Carole Burke stated that yes 
there were plans for pre- 
sents, and that they would 
arrange for them. There 
was also a question regard- 
ing the M&M hand-outs dis- 
tributed during the Santa- 
ATV activity. Jim Pliett 
would arrange for Annie to 
acquire the hand-outs and 
deliver them to Cliff. The 
cost for the M&M’s was ex- 
pected to be less than 
$20.00. 


5. Our contract with IPFW 
relative to the ATV facility is 
past due for renewal. Larry 
Temenhoff is our contact at 
IPFW, but evidently the 
contract is negotiated 
through the Chancellors of- 
fice. Much discussion en- 
sued regarding renewal of 
the contract. It became 
evident that a copy of the 
most current contract may 
not be available to us, how- 
ever, we should be able to 
obtain a copy of it through 
Larry Temenhoff. Bill 
Stockslager took the actin to 
contact Larry and get a new 
contract in place. Among 
other things, it is expected 
that IPFW will want to see 
proof of liability insurance 
for the club. 


6. Bill Stockslager noted 
that an inventory of club 
property is overdue. Mate- 
rial is stored at several sites 
including, it is believed, at 
John Gollers, Carl Ritten- 
house’s, Bill Hall’s, Bill Kin- 
dred’s, Homer Evans’, Jim 
Wolf's, Jim Pliett’s, Walt 
Wood’s and at the church. 
There are undoubtedly 
other sites that we are not 
aware of. Discussion sug- 
gested that we must do two 
things; determine what the 
club has, and if possible, 
find a single location where 
the material could be safely 
stored. Storing club prop- 
erty at a single location 
when not in use would cer- 
tainly simplify the problem 
of managing it. Cliff

SUBJECT: INDIANA SCAN- 
NER LAW REVISITED 


November 7, 1997 


This bulletin is being repub- 
lished for the benefit of ama- 
teur radio operators and in 
particular to new hams who 
may not be aware of the Indi- 
ana Code concerning use of a 
tadio receiver that is capable 
of intercepting police or law 
enforcement frequencies. 


It is not a scanner law per se, 
but the amateur radio commu- 
nity has sort of placed a 
moniker on this code. This 
code is available to read in its 
entirety on the internet or hard 
copy document. There have 
been situations of authorities 
not being aware of the code 
which caused some amateurs a 
little period of grief until the 
situation was resolved. 


The purpose again is to re- 
mind amateur radio operators 
that a law exists that pertains 
to the use of receiving devices. 
A scanner hobby enthusiast in 
our part of the state who loved 
to monitor the railroad fre- 
quencies was innocently 
caught up in the web from a 
minor driving infraction, the 
scanner was observed lying in 
the seat. The result was an ar- 
rest (not for the driving infrac- 
tion) confiscation of the de- 
vice, fines and court costs. 
Said individual now possesses 
a ham ticket. Further, this 
code only applies to Indiana, 
be aware other states or terri- 
tories have their own rules 
which may differ considerably 
from ours.
